The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  was  then  read  by 
Joseph  Yeager,  President. 

On  motion,  the  Report  was  accepted,  and  the  usual  number  di- 
rected to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Stockholders. 
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On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the 
election  for  Directors.

REPORT. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Harrisburg,  Portsmouth, 

Mountfoy  and  Lancaster  Rail  Road  Company. 

The  Board  of  Directors  respectfully  present  to  the  Stockholders 
their  Annual  Report,  showing  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Company  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August  31st,  1858. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statements  presented,  that  the  gross  in- 
come for  the  fiscal  year  has  been  $415,893.47,  and  the  expenses 
for  the  same  time  have  been  $260,815.18;  leaving  a profit  to  the 
Stockholders,  after  paying  the  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and  cur- 
rent expenses  for  the  year,  of  $115,532.16.  After  allowing  for  a 
dividend  of  10  per  cent,  for  the  year  on  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Company,  there  will  be  a surplus  remaining  of  $6822.16. 

The  following  statement  shows  more  in  detail  the  gross  receipts 
from  all  sources,  viz. —

By  reference  to  the  tables  and  statements,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
gross  receipts  from  passengers  amount  to  $130,464.49,  and  that 
the  gross  receipts  from  freight  amount  to  $251,275.40;  making  the 
total  receipts  on  passengers  and  freight,  $381,739.89. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  over  the  whole  distance  of  the 
main  line  was  103,756,  and  over  the  branch  road,  31,359;  making 
the  total  number  of  passengers  over  the  whole  distance  of  both 
roads,  for  the  year,  135,115. 

The  tolls  on  freight,  eastward  and  westward,  trans- 
ported by  the  Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Com- 
pany, amount  to  $217,266  02

Bonds  due  1858. 


The  whole  amount  of  money  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the 
.£62,000  Sterling  Bonds,  due  in  London,  January,  1858,  has  been 
remitted  to  the  Messrs.  D.  & J.  Salomons,  our  agents  there,  and 
we  have  received  from  them  cancelled  bonds  amounting  to  £60,000, 
leaving  a balance  of  bonds  to  be  returned  to  the  Company  of 
£2000,  the  receipt  of  which  we  expect  by  the  next  steamer. 

The  amount  of  Dollar  Bonds  originally  issued,  was  $350,000. 
Of  this  class  of  bonds,  as  shown  by  our  last  report,  there  had  been 
purchased,  and  exchanged  for  our  new  loan  of  1883,  $150,300, 
leaving  a balance  to  be  provided  for  on  the  1st  January,  1858,  of 
$199,700.  Of  this  amount  there  has  been  paid  $195,700,  leaving 
a balance  of  $4000,  which  has  not  been  presented  for  payment. 

The  amount  of  converted  Sterling  Bonds  due  January,  1858  (as 
per  last  report),  was  $2420,  which  has  been  paid.  The  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  due  at  the  same  time  amounted  to  $252.01, 
of  which  $205.68  has  been  paid,  leaving  a balance,  not  presented, 


of  $46.33.

The  Main  Line  of  the  road  is  in  good  condition.  The  embank- 
ments have  been  increased  in  width,  and  the  bed  of  the  road  and 
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curves  have  been  improved  by  additional  ballast,  and  relaid  with 
heavier  rails ; the  joints  have  been  connected  by  means  of  Tum- 
ble’s patent  splice,  which  will  further  improve  the  condition  of  the 
road  and  the  safety  of  travelling. 

The  tunnel  near  Elizabethtown  station  has  been  enlarged ; the 
bed  of  the  track  has  been  lowered  about  three  feet.  It  is  now  of  a 
sufficient  size  to  allow  the  largest  engines  and  cars  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Rail  Road  Company  to  pass  through  with  ease,  which  ob- 
viates the  necessity  of  a change  of  cars  at  Harrisburg.  They  now 
run  through  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburg  without  change. 

By  deepening  the  tunnel,  the  track  had  to  be  graded  a consider- 
able distance  from  each  end.  The  pipes  which  conveyed  the  water 
to  that  station  were  taken  up,  cleaned  and  relaid.  There  is  now  a 
plentiful  supply  of  water  for  all  the  engines  stopping  at  this  station. 

The  siding  at  the  Middletown  station  has  been  extended  over 
twelve  hundred  feet ; this  was  required  to  accommodate  the  in- 
crease of  business  at  this  place. 

The  warehouses  at  Harrisburg,  recently  occupied  by  John  H. 
Brant,  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  rented  to  Samuel  G. 
Wheeler,  on  a lease  for  five  years,  at  nine  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  the  Lebanon  Valley  Rail  Road 
Company,  in  connection  with  the  Reading  Rail  Road  Company, 
have  completed  their  road  to  Harrisburg,  and  trains  have  been  run- 
ning regularly  upon  it  since  January  last,  without  any  apparent  ef- 
fect on  the  receipts  of  this  Company’s  road. 

The  Branch  Road,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  freight  busi- 
ness, as  well  as  all  the  passenger  trains  running  over  this  portion 
of  the  Company’s  road  during  the  enlargement  of  the  tunnel,  has 
required  extraordinary  care  and  labour  to  keep  it  in  good  condition. 
A large  number  of  cross-ties  have  been  put  down,  and  a considera- 
ble quantity  of  ballast  placed  on  different  parts  of  the  road ; a great 
number  of  the  old  rails  have  been  taken  up  and  replaced  with  new 
ones,  which  has  much  improved  the  condition  of  the  road. 

The  bridge  across  the  Conawaga  creek,  on  this  branch  of  the 
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road,  has  been  rebuilt  in  the  most  substantial  manner:  this  bridge 
is  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  long,  and  was  built  by  the  Company  at 
a cost  of  only  eight  hundred  dollars.  The  bridge  across  the  Chi- 
ques  creek,  between  Columbia  and  Marietta,  and  the  bridge  over 
the  Pennsylvania  canal  near  Middletown,  also  that  across  Paxton 
creek  near  Harrisburg,  will  require  to  be  rebuilt. 

In  consequence  of  there  not  being  a full  supply  of  water  fur- 
nished by  the  stations  at  Horst’s  and  Cinques’,  a new  water  station 
has  been  erected  at  Shock’s  mills,  about  two  miles  above  Marietta. 
The  quantity  furnished  at  this  place  is  ample  for  the  supply  of  all 
of  the  engines  passing  upon  the  toad;  it  is  conveyed  through  pipes 
from  his  dam  to  the  tanks,  without  the  labour  of  pumping.  A new 
siding  is  under  construction  at  this  place,  extending  over  five  thou- 
sand feet,  towards  Marietta;  this  siding  will  be  necessary  to  accom- 
modate the  large  trains  stopping  at  this  station. 

From  the  statements  presented,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  gross  in- 
come falls  short  of  that  of  the  last  year,  $36,908.70.  This  has 
been  produced  by  the  general  prostration  of  business  throughout 
the  Union,  which  has  effected,  to  a greater  or  less  degree,  all  the 
rail  road  interest  in  the  country.  Another  cause  for  this  falling 
off,  has  been  the  transferring  of  the  business  of  the  main  road  to 
the  branch  during  the  time  required  for  the  enlargement  of  the  tun- 
nel, thereby  causing  a loss  of  toll  on  seven  miles  of  road,  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  local  travel  and  freight. 

It  is  a source  of  great  satisfaction  to  the  Directors,  in  closing  this 
report  to  the  Stockholders,  they  are  able  to  state,  that  notwith- 
standing this  check  on  the  business  of  the  country,  that  we  have 
been  enabled  to  pay  off  the  first  and  second  mortgage  Bonds  due 
on  the  1st  of  January  last  (except  the  small  balance  previously 
stated  as  not  having  been  presented),  and  that  the  income  for  the 
year  has  been  amply  sufficient  to  pay  to  the  Stockholders  the  regu- 
lar dividend  of  ten  per  cent,  for  the  year. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  order  of  the  Directors.
